Educational 


F all the Government departmental 
annual reports which, in recent 
weeks, have been published none is 
more commendable, more informative 
or more readable than that of the 
Director of Education which was 
placed before Legislative Council this 
week. It is a document deserving the 
widest possible circulation and it is a 
pity, therefore, that it is deemed 
necessary to limit the availability of 
copies. The Colony has become 
markedly education-conscious since 
the war; the subject of schools and 
schooling is readily and widely dis- 
cussed and a diversity of views is not 
difficult to obtain. The general public, 
understandably enough, are principally 
interested in the effective expansion of 
educational facilities capable of 
fulfilling the requirements of the 
present. It is well, however, that 
associated problems should be fully 
appreciated. One of the most 
formidable of these is a sufficient 
supply of well-trained teachers. The 
report pin-points this by observing 
that. “an increased supply of trained 
teachers for the urban schools is a sine 
que non of school expansion,” and a 
suitable mensure of satisfaction is to 
be obtained from Government’s decision 
to regard the problem os urgent. The
